Candidate Asks 
Board Stand 
On Unification 


. In a series of statements issued 
last week, J. Edward Hall of Ath- 
erton last week announced his 
candidacy for the Menlo Park EI- 
ementary Schcol District board 
of trustees, and called on the pre- 
sent board to discuss “long range 
plans, if :any ...and... their 
views on unification.” 

Hall, who resides at 179 Burns 
avenue, is chairman of Parents 
for Education, a group. which 
spearheaded the drive for defeat 
of the school district’s Jan. 22 
bond issue. | 

He declared he was prompted 
to run for a position on the 
board by action taken at a spe- 
cial meeting March 18 at which, 
he said, “the board was unani- 

mous in its determination to 
spend money from the 1955 
bend issue for the Leland Prior 
home and land, ignoring the 
need for special purpose rooms 
at existing sites. 

“No definite plans were dis- 
closed for the use of this proper- 
ty except that if it is used for a 
new school, another bond issue 
will be necessary,” he continued. 

Hall will be running for a posi- 
tion which wili be left vacant with 
the retirement of Ben G. Holland, 
a member of the board for the 
past nine years. A second vacancy 
on the board has become apparent, | 
with the resignation of Jack S.| 
Davis of Menlo Park. | 

“Residents of the district who 
turned down the last bond issue 
by a decisive majority are. I be- 
lieve, entitled to have their views | 
represented on the board,” Halli! 
continued. 

“The acquisition of land, unne- 
cessary for our district but high- 
ly desirable in the event of unifi- 
cation . . . leads me to the con- 
clusion that board policy is being 
governed by what is best for ad- 
joining districts rather than what 
is best for our district...” 

“Unification with adjoining el- 
ementary districts is not, I be- 
lieve, in the best educational in- 
terests of our children. Our physi- 
eal ‘plants are about completed 
and bond money is available for 
such additions as are necessary 
to complete them. 

“Our tax dollars for education 
should now be spent improving 
our educational standards and de- 
veloping an enriched program. 

“Assuming a part of the fi- 
nancial burdens of rapidly grow- 
ing elementary school districts 
could well result in our chil- 
dren having an impoverished ed- 
ucational program rather than 
the enriched program which we 
can now have. 

“This is the principal issue as 
T see it.

Additional Levy 
Starts on Monday 


Menlo Park city council Tues- 
day night introduced an amend- 
ment to their soon-to-be-operative 
sales tax law designed to elimin- 
ate the possibility of “double tax- 
ation” on residents’ purchases, as 
the highlight of a last-minute flur- 
ry of activity before the law goes 
into effect. 

‘They took no official notice of 
developments in other cities, 
which have seen the Redwood Ci- 
ty council rescind its sales levy 
in the face of heavy opposition, 
and San Carlos retain its propos- 
ed law by a scant 3-2 vote. 

And they took no action when! 
Councilman William R. Lawson 
called for another modification, 
to eliminate a $1 charge levied on 
all retail merchants “applying for 
a permit to collect the city sales 
tax.” 

The sales tax levy here becomes 
effective Monday. 

The amendment to eliminate 
double taxation was suggested 
by Councilman Charles P. Bur- 
gess. Under it, residents of this 
city paying a one percent sales 
tax levy in a Bradley-Burns 
county, such as Santa Clara, 
will be exempt from paying a 
use tax here. 

(The use tax, also for one per- 
cent, is a levy on purchases made 
in other cities for use here. Thus, 

the city can collect a one percent 
levy on, for instance, automobiles 
purchased in Redwood City foor | 
use here.—ed.) | 

Councilman Lawson pointed | 
out that, when his firm got its| 
“application for permission to col-| 

|lect the sales tax” he was “gal- | 
led” by the charge levied. 

“I don’t see why a merchant | 
should have to pay for the privi- | 
lege of collecting the city’s taxes | 
for it,” he said. | 

City Attorney James T. O’Keefe | 
|Jr. countered that the charge 
wasn’t designed as a revenue-get- 
ter, since it will bring in only 
about $360 which is hardly en- 
ough to pay for the bookkeeping | 
jinvolved. And it isn’t an annual | 
| charge, he said, but is only charg- 
ed on this single occasion, as the | 
sales tax goes into effect. It makes |

In a surprise move Tuesday 
night George S. Ford, Menlo Pik

Former Vice-Mayor William R. 
Lawson was immediately selected 
to succeed him. 

His letter of resignation was ac- 
cepted with regret by fellow 
members of the council. Ford, 
who resides at 1819 Edgewood 
lane explained that he would like 
to spend more time with his fam- 
ily and devote more time to busi- 
ness than has been possible dur- 
ing his tenure as mayor. 

Councilman Charles P. Bur- 
gess, senior member of the 
council who has served since 
1942, declared that Ford’s ten- 
ure was “as eventful a year as 
any during by 15 on the coun- 
cil,” in moving the acceptance, 
with great regret, of the resig- 
nation, 

Ford waited until all formal 
business of the meeting had been 


lowing statement: 

“Since this is my last meeting 
in my term as mayor of the city, 
and since I have heard recently 
that politics is a slow-moving 
game, I shotld like to list some 
of the many items that have been 
initiated or completed during the 
approximate year I have been 
mayor.” 

He then listed the many drain- 
age projects, street resurfacing 
jobs, passage of library and park 
bond issues, parking plaza jobs 
and the annexations of Stanford, 
Bohannon and Menlo Woods lands 
and continued:

“Library and park bonds were 
passed and as of tonight, all of 
the property for the parks has 
been acquired and the library is 
well on its way to completion.

“These are some of the high 
points and do not touch on some 
of the problems such as our court 
cases on condemnation of prop- 
erty in the parking plaza develop- 
ment, nor the problems of fences 
or pine trees which take up so 
much time. 

“I have been a member of the 
city council since Dec. 4, 1948 
which is about eight and a quarter 
years and, although my term of 
office has another year to run, I 
shouid like to resign effective 
this meeting. 

“TI have three children in their 
formative years, and I should 
like to spend more time with 

them. Also, I should like to 
feel free to devote more time 
to my business interests.” 

The statement went on: 

“I have very much enjoyed my 
work here and feel that I have 
gained much both from the fel- 
lowship and the knowledge of the 
members of this council, and the 
city’s fine staff of workers. 

I should like to thank all mem- 
bers of the several commissions 
who have cooperated so well with 
the council during past years, and 
also the staff members who have 
always been so /helpful.”

Menlo Council 
Blocks Plan 
For Storm Drain 


Menlo Park city council this 
week officially conceded that try- 
ing to force a 77-acre portion of 
the city into an Atherton drain- 
age district would probably result 
in the downfall of the entire pro- 
ject. 

They declined to allow the Ath- 
erton town council authority ov- 
er the area, which drains onto 
Valparaiso avenue. But in so do- 
ing, they pointed out that this 
city is willing to pay its fair share 
for use of the Atherton drainage 
canal, if and when the proposed 
$900,000 darinage project can be 
set up. 

They framed this point of view 
in a friendly letter addressed to 
Atherton councilmen, explaining 
that the residents of the Valpar- 
aiso area could probably force the 
defeat of the proposal requiring 
a two-thirds vote, needed before 
the district can be set up. 

Permission* of the Woodside 
council must be secured, too, be- 
fore a portion of the new town 
can be included in the drainage- 
basin-wide agency. 


BH Park Land 
Acquisition 
ls Now Complete 


Acquisition of land for a new 
seven-acre park in Belle Haven 
was reported complete this week, 
with acquisition of deeds for six 
parcels of property owned by the 
David D. Bohannon Co. 

A total of $12,300 was paid 
for the lands, the last of 27 which 
the city has purchased for that 
park since voters passed a bond 
issue last April 5. : 

Some four acres of land in the. 
Willows area has already édme 
under city ownership, since pas- 
sage of the bond issue. 

City Manager C. L, Longson 
said this week that a cost analysis 
is being prepared so members of 
the city council will know exact- 
ly how much they have spent on 
land acquisition, and how much 
of the $100,000 approved by the 
voters remains intact for immedi- 
ate development.

“There was also’’an increase in 
the number of inspections of mer- 
cantile and industrial occupancies 
and the. names, addresses, and 
telephone numbers of owners, 
managers and other responsible 
persons have been placed on file,”

Public relations with owners 
and managers of businesses 
have also been improved, he 
went on, adding that this, too, 
should ‘contribute to effective 
fire prevention.

A mixture of leaf mold, peat 
moss and sandy loam is recom- 
mended by the California Associ- 
ation of Nurserymen as being best 
for this beautiful shrub. The asso- 
ciation also suggests that this 
shrub be planted in an area pro- 
tected from high winds and con- 
tinuous hot sun. A final consider- 
ation is drainage. Make sure the 
soil drains well, for Rhododen- 
drons will not thrive where water 
collects, especially during winter. 

Rhododendrons have large flow- 
ers and long, rather ‘large taper- 
ing leaves. They feed mainly 
through the leaves rather than 
through the soil, hence, they re- 
quire only a‘light soil or anchor- 
ing mixture. With the light soil, 
they are apt to be harmed by a 
heavy wind—thus protection from 
this hazard is necessary.

Once you have assured your- 
self of these considerations, con- 
cern yourself with maintaining a 
high level of soil acidity.

A recent issue of the Wall 
Street Journal carried an article 
about a sales gimmick, which 
should open the eyes of bargain 
hunters. 

It is illegal pre-ticketing of 
merchandise. It works something 
like’ this: a. domestic manufactur- 
er of a $3-a-bottle perfume, when 
packaging his product, marks it 
“French perfume, $25.” This 
is done purposely to give the re- 
tail merchant the opportunity to 
mark it down to $15, or even $10 
and make the customer think 
she’s getting a tremendous bar- 
gain. In reality she gets a bottle 
of perfume that originally was 
meant to cost $3! 

Fortunately for the consumer, 
the Federal Trade Commission is 
aware of this practice and is tak- 
ing steps to stop it. 

BARGAIN HUNTERS 

The rise of discount houses, and 
the universal desire to get a bar- 
gain, or something for nothing 
has fostered this idea. And who 
loves a bargain more than a wom- 
an shopping for clothes? 

There was no indication from 
the. FTC that this practice had 
spread to the women’s ready to 
wear industry as yet. (In the 
men’s department, though, there 
was the case of the 31 cent pair 
of men’s hosiery which carried a 
pre - ticket price of $1 a pair). 
The whole thing makes us a little 
less enthusiastic about a marked 
down product. 

If this type of merchandising 
should find its way into the clo- 
thing industry results could be 
disastrous.

Perhaps the schools should put 
at least as much emphasis on clo- 
thing values as they do sports, 
since clothing is an integral part 
of the lives of everyone. 

How many times has the little 
blue number marked down to $20 
which you thought was such a 
saving turned out to be a dud 
that remained unworn in your 
closet? 

Don’t get us wrong. We love a 
legitimate sale as well as the next 
person, and when our favorite 
store advertises one we may be 
first in line. 

REGULAR SALES 

The sales that fall after the 
height of a season, or after holi- 
days, Easter, Christmas, _ etc., 
many times offer genuine oppor- 
tunities, and you can often pick 
up name originals or their equiv- 
alents. 

But if you must bargain hunt, 
take a tip from the FTC, buy from 
a reliable store, wait for their re- 
gular sales. Otherwise, don’t be- 
lieve everything you see. Judge 
by the actual quality of the item. 
Before you buy a supposed bar- 
gain ,compare it with similar it- 
ems in other stores. With the 
time you spend comparative shop- 
ping you may save dollars and 
headaches. 

One of the trickiest proponents 
of this pre-ticketing idea was the 
company who advertised its cash- 
mere comforters in a national 
magazine, priced at $99.50. The 
manufacturer re-printed the ad- 
vertisement to be used in local 
promotion, with the notation “as 
advertised in so-and-so.” Re-prints 
were also placed inside the cello- 
phane wrapper on the comforter, 
SAVINGS? 

The retailer was then supposed 
to offer them for sale at great 
savings. The actual truth, accord- 
ing to FTC, was that the comfort- 
er was never intended to be sold 
for anything near $99.50. 

So far, the blame has gone to 
the concern which furnished the 
pre-ticketed merchandise, rather 
than the retail merchant. Just the 
same, we’re looking twice before 
we leap into any greatly marked 
down item from now on.
